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DESTRUCTION OF THE “AMAZON” NEW YORK PACKET SHIP, BY FIRE, OFF THE NORTH FORELAND. (Seo page 883.) 
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Ow Saturday afternoon, Mr. John Humphreys, the coroner for 
East Middlesex, opened an inquest at the Compasses Tavern, 
Queen 's-road. Dalston, relative to the death of Charles Пошегіоп, 
aged forty five years The deceased was а shoema*er, aud resided 
іп Ship-lane, Dalston. Не left home on the afternoon of the 7th 
ult. in good еңі), bat rgfurned iu the evening ФИЙ а severe 1m- 
jury on the bead. The wound was òn the back of the béo, aud 
his daughter had big, qouveyed to phe German Hospital, Whiw 
there he made a declgration to hig daughter ania friey@ He said 
that he called at the Carpenters’ Arps Public: bonse on the evening 
in question, aud that afier he lefp phree men follgwed him soine 
distance. They аус bin on the back parc of the head with some 
heavy, blunt instrument, which kuocked him down, end he became 
insensibie. One of the men exclaimed, “I will have your life." 
п'е deceased was taken home by some boys who found him lying 
on the ground. The police were made acquainted with the facts of 
the case on the eame evening, but the meu had not been discovered. 
A detective wno was present said that the police hed the names of 
the men suspected, but at present the ends of justice would be frus- 
trated if they were made public ! he brother of deceased said that 
there were four men in the public-house when deceased entered, aud 
they were engaged in а betting transsc'ion. ‘hey asked the de- 
ceased to act as stake-holder, and when deceased gave up the money 
one of the men who followed the deceased said that he would be 
revenged. The coroner said that the inquiry was a very important 
one, ahd as street outrages were becoming so prevalent he should 
adjourn the proceedings to give the police proper time to produce 
further evidence. The proceedings, which excited much interest, 
were then formally adjourned. 

AN inquest was held at Carl'sle, on Saturday, befere Mr. Car- 
rick, coroner, upon the body of Elizabeth Grabam, aged 35, house- 
keeper at Mr. Braithwaites shoe shop, Carlisle. ‘Ihe deceased 
slept in the same гоош аз two of Mr. Prai'hwaite's daughtera, aud 
after they had all three gone up to their bedroom about midnight, 
and undressed, she went down stairs again in her night-dress, togo 
through the house. About three oclock next mornin г, upou one 
of the Miss Braithwaites awaking, she missed the deceased from 
her bed. She and her sister therefore went down stairs io the 
kitchen. There the deceased was lying upen the floor, burnt to 
death in а most shocking manner. Her night dress had been 
destroyed by the flames, and the poor woman lay crouching with 
her hands above her head as if she had battled till the last with the 
flames. How her dress became ignited cau only be conjectured. 
‘Toe jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental death.” 

On Saturday intelligence was received of two brigantines having 
been seen to founder in the Channel with all hands during the 
recent fearful weather. The ship Magicienne, Captain Stanbury, 
bound to Vera Cruz, which put into Falmouth on the 6th, reports 
that on the afternoon of the previous day, when some twenty miles 
east of Usbant, an English brigaptine of about twenty-eight tons 
was observed in distress, with the ensiga down (reversed). Soon 
afterwards a tremendous sea struck her and she was not again seen. 
She foundered with all hands, for no aid could b» rendered them. 
Nothing culd be gleaned of the name of the ili-fated vessel. The 
other unfortunate ship went down some thirty or forty miles to the 
eastward of the Spurn Captain Hadgraft, of the Mary of Ipswich, 
which had arrived at that port, reported that the vessel had lost 
her jibboom, and bad her mainsail biown into ribbons. Three men 
were at the pumps, and her ensign was іп the rigging. She had 
a narrow white streak on her sides, with bright varnished mast- 
heads. Tbe weather was most fearful at the time, aud amidst an 
overwhelming sea the vessel disavpeared. Like the former un- 
fortunate ерір, nothing could be ascertained of her name except that 
she was British. 

Her MaJEsTY's iron-cased screw steamship Prince Consort, 35, 
Captain Vesey, which left Plymouth on Wednesday, the 28th ult., 
for Liverpool, and put into Dublin Bay in distress, arrived in the

FRANCE

POLAND. 

Notwithstanding the number of political prisoners transporte? to 
Siberia, tue prisons are still full. Among them are the Abbe Wo- 
lowski, seutenced to bard labour in the mines, and а Ін» дей pro- 
prietor, named Oblewinski, eighty years of age, sentenced to lose 
the whole of bis property. There were 100 women among the last 
batch transported from Wilna. They are sent as far as Russia by 
railway; but when they arrive there, they are stripped of their 
money and clothing. They are then clothed in the convict dress, 
and sent on foot to Siberia. Madame tierakowski, her sister, and 
her brother were transported to Siberia for no other reason than 
that they are related to the insurgent chief Sierakowski, who was | 
hanged at Wilna on the 27th of June.

Mr. Williams (the chief 
officer), seizing the bose апа branch pipe, rushed down the mein 
hatch and directed the jet of water into the quarter where the reat 
of danger appeared ќо exist. Captain Hovey followed 
Mr. Williams at..ost immediately. The smoke had already in- 
creased tenfold, and it was almost impossible to remain be low. No 
tire being visible they made an effort to get down into tha lower 


| deck aft, and removed one of the lower hatches, when the heat 
| became so intense that it was evident no human being could 


attempt it. On looking down they saw the flames raziug appa- 
rently forward, and ibe jet was directed into that part cf the ship, 
but it was only for a moment or ко, for the heat and smoke became 
во overpowering that they were both compelled for their lives to 
retreat Undaunted, however, Mr. Williams agaiu and again de- 
scended, aud struggled hard to master tbe flames, but in a sbort 
time was forced to relinquish his efforts; indeed, he was at length 
dragged out, almost insensible, with his face burnt, and blood 
spurting out of the nose and mouth from the effects of suffocation. 
All this occurred in а very short time. 1 saw at once our 
critical position, and instautly set to work to get the boats 
out, while men were employed firing rockets and blue lights 
to get assistance from the shore, about three miles distant. 
he ship had six boats. We succeeded in lowering two 
quarter boats from the starbosrd quarter, and also the 
stern boat, clear and safe; but the density of smoke now 
pouring out from all parts of the ship precluded us getting 
at the other three boats. ‘ihe consternation had now become truly 
awful. Captain Hovey and Mr. Williams actually had to drag 
some of the passengers ont of their berths, and with great ex- 
ertions all were got on deck, and arranged in files along the rails, 
preparatory to getting thein into the boats. Every precaution bad 
been adopted to prevent, if possible, the flames getting vent, by 
lt seemed, how- 
ever, useless, for through the glass deck lights could be seen flames 
travelling furiously thiongh tne length avd breadth of the suip, 
demonstrating beyond the shadow of & doubt thet the destruction 
of the ship was inevitable. It was then about one ocloek. A 
lugger, at this period, came alongside, as also a steam tug, the 
Wonder. They were forced, however, to go astern of us owing 
tothe weather. ibe tug made aa effort to lay alovgside, but «u5- 
tained damage, and wert astern. Captain Hovey and myeelf then 
tovuk charge of tbe boate to rceive tbe passeugers as they were 
lowered one by one by a rope from the stern of the Amazon. lt 
was а most trying moment, and s task most difficult in such a sea, 
aud the clouds of dense black smoke, which completely enveloped 
Yet Mr. 
"iliams and some of the or w fearlessly stuck to their post, 
lashiug the helpless men snd children and lowering them into the 
boats. Amongst them was а poor old man seventy years of age; 
he seemed to be dead to all feeling Asthe boats filled «hey dropp: a 
astern to the steam tug. aud were put on board. 11 was about 
twenty minutes to two o'clock when all were got out. Soon a'twi- 
wards the ship was a mass of flames. The tog then made for 
Margate, where we arrived about four o'clock in the morning. 1 
{реп walked towards the North Foreland for the purpose of seeing 
the state of the ship, aud on arriving at the windmills obtained х 
view of her, and saw her burping furiously. The inhabitauts of 
Margate, on hearing of the catastrophe, vied with each other iu 
affording relief and consolation to the unfortunate crew and pas- 
sengers. The mayor and his > were most conspicuons, as also 
a number of ladies whose names Í couli not obtain. Тһе warm, 
kind- hearted reception we all met with from their hands will never 
be effaced from our minds; and I feel it my duty, on the part of 
the Amazon's crew and passengers, to return them our heartfelt 
thanks. Sad as the disaster was, it was a mercy it did not 
occur on the Monday night, as tho terrific gale of tbat night 
would have shut out all escape, as no boat could have lived, 
and every soal must һауе perished. The number of рав- 
sengers, happily, was very small. On her preceding voysge 
to New York, when I piloted the Amazon through the Downs, sne 
had no fewer than 940 persons оч board. Had there been even а 
quarter of that number on the present occasion the sacrifice of life 
would have been awful. I cannot speak in too high praise of the 
conduct of some of the crew; tho carpenter (Holt) was very conspi- 
cuous, aad it is the fifth time that he bas been shipwrecke 1 aud has 
lost everything. The secon? and third mates are likewise dese: v- 
ing of great praise. Very little baggage of the passengers was 
saved. A box or two belonging to Miss Hovey, which happeved to 
be in the house on deck, were suatched up and thrown overboard. 
They were picked up by а steam tug, but the conten's were satu- 
rated aud destr yed. The crew saved nothing whatever belongiuy 
to them, except the clothes they had on. Captain Hovey was equally 
unfortunate; he was unable even to save his watch, let alone pro- 
perty he had in his cabin, to the extent of nearly £300. Tho 
origin of the fire is surrounded in mystery. We have seen а серу 
of the ship's manifest, and cannot deiect anything of an inflammable 
nature amongst the cargo. The ship had 255 tons of coal in her 
fore hold, апа over this was 244 bales of compressed oakum, besides 
nine bales of wool and cases of general goods. Іш the maiu 
and aft holds were several hundred tons o reilway rails, bars, 
973 tons pig lead, 1,680 bags of African nuts, barrels of beer, sods, 
fuller's earth, bags of rico bales of wool, rags, and cases of goods 
Captain Hovey is perfectly satisfied that the fire commenced in tho 
lower hold, and at first thought that it might have been caused by 
spontaneous ignition among the bags of African pea-nuts, which 
are of an oily nature, but thia impression is gt once refuted by Mr. 
Williams, the chief officer, who states that when һө firat got down 
to the lower hold hatch with the engine hose, aud put the fire out 
rouud about the hatch, he looked dowa, and saw the flames swee - 
ing into the main huld from the fore part of the ship, apparently 
from the coals aud bales of oakum, and certainly not from the bags 
of nute. he Amazon had three decka, and was a very strovy- 
built ship. She was 216 feet in length, 42 feet beam, and 27 feo!

THE BANQUET АТ GUILDHALL. 


The entrance of the Lord Mayer upon his year of office was 
celebrated in the evening with the usual banquet at Guildhall, 
where and in the adjoining apartments covers were laid for 
upwards of a thousand guests.

of the sheriffs emblazoned on shields on cither side. Two immense 
mirrors at the west end of the hall reflected the banqueting tables 
and the company seated at them; and these beiug draped with 
red curtains prodaced a warm and pleasivg effect The arrivals 
commenced as early as four o'clock, and increased in numbers aud 
rapidity until seven, when the company were nearly all assembled 
Lord Palmerston was one amongst the latest, and in passing 
through the hall to the reception-room was loudly and pretty 
generally cheered. The noble viscount walked with a feeble stop 
as he acknowledged the welcome accorde, to hin. He was ac- 
companied by Lady Palmerston, and appeared to be ia excellent 
health.

PRESENTATION OF THE LORD MAYOR TO THE

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JAPANESE MANU- 
FAOTURES. 


Ir is somewhat astonishing 
that the Japanese, although 
possessing little knowledge 
of house or ship-building, 
should be 80 remarkably 
elaborate in such articles as 
saddles (of which we here 
give an illustration of one), 
clockwork, telescopes, work- 
ing in copper, iron, steel, &c. 
The art of lacquering furni- 
ture,cups, &c.,with gold,silver, 
and various pigments, was 
until comparatively very re- 
cently confined almost ex- 
clusively to the Japanese, and 
hence called *'japanning." 
'This is practised with great 
success there, and the speci- 
mens which have reached 
this country (of which we 
also here give an illustration) 
are rare curiosities. The 
process of lacquering is ex- 
tremely tedious, and the gum 
requires long preparation for 
its conversion into varnish. 
Five coats at least are suc- 
cessively applied, and when 
dry, rubbed down and 
polished with stone. Many 
of the more costly specimens 
are inlaid with mother-of- 
pearl. The engravings of the 
Japanese are very indifferent ; 
and Lr wm 4 is still carried 
on by them in the old Obinese 
block fashion. Of the art of 
glass-blowing they know no- 
thing, although excellent 
glass is manufactured by 
them. Their porcelain is 
even more highly esteemed 
than that of China; while 
their silk and cotton fabrics, 
of good quality. аге manu- 
factured in sufficient quan- 
tities almost for the whole 
population.

Тнк Emperor Louis Napoleon has addressed to the French 
Chambers words of comfort and of peace. After eleven years of 
prosperity, the empire is so rich, thanks to an increasing revenue, 
that the expenses of two wars at the extremities of the globe—i, 
Mexico and Cochin China —can be met without having recourse ty 
loans or to extraordinary resources. The exports have increased 
by upwards of £9,000,000, while one hundred and thirty-six 
thousand tons have been added to the mercantile marine of France, 
The harvest is abundant, and a thousand more kilometres of rail- 
way have been opened. France revels in prosperity, and her rulers 
have only to busy themselves with new improvements. Bugar 
duties and the laws regulating the baking trade, the maritime in- 
scription, the law on strikes, and that on the privileges of theatres, 
are pointed to as subjects for legislation ; whilst the Emperor а]. 
wishes to prosecute the task of decentralisation, to simplify tle 
administration, and to improve those laws which, in the course 
of the last year, have given rise to much scandal by their 
undue pressure on the accused. Many other topics, rela- 
tive to Algeria, to schools, and to matters of internal 
economy, find their place in a speech which would willingly have 
confined itself to congratulations on the present and hopeful an- 
ticipations of the future. But foreign policy steps in like an evil 
gehius, and forbids а happy selfishness. France, like England, 
would gladly be quiet. The Emperor does not hesitate to suy that 
the Ozar has been one of his best friends, and has done him good 
service on several occasions; but he could not shut his eyes to the 
popular feeling of France, and he acknowledges that the Poles are 
the “ heirs of a right inscribed in history and in treaties.” It is in 
Europe that the étorm is brewing. The Emperor sees it, aud 
anxiously айдгейвев himself to its conjuration. He proposes a 
European Cotigtess for the settlement of all questions. “ The 
treaties of 1815 no longer exist.” Such are the words of a Na- 
poleon. That he utters truth is proved by his own position on the 
throne of Francs, no less than by the flagrant violation of the 
stipulations of the Congress of Vienna in every country of Earope.

Taere із something very rotten in the state of the racing world 
The autumnal racing season at Newmarket has produced a pretty 
little crop of scandals. "The scenes that daily took place there are 
described as a public disgrace. A stranger would have had the 
right to pronounce us а nation of rogues and sharpers. The days 
fraud seems to have been as confidently expected as the day’s racing, 
and imputations were ав numerous as the heats. Mutual recrimi- 
nations between losers and winners were singularly edifying to the 
bystanders, and led to the inevitable conclusion that if half that 
was there asserted were true, the “ Ring” was far fitter for New- 
gate than Newmarket. Lioness won the Oesarewitch, and 
her owner was instantly accused by thousands of having 
caused her to ba “pulled” for previous races, in order that 
she might be favourably weighted for this. An illustrious foreigner 
wins the Criterion, and a protest is instantly lodged against his 
mare, on the ground that & fraud had been committed with respect 
to her age. The charge is disproved as rapidly as made; but noue 
appears, that is, no loser, to think it monstrous that sach an imputa- 
tion should be thus lightly hazarded egaiast в gentleman cf position 
and credit. It is plain that, at Newmarket, no one is to be cou- 
sidered incapable of the dirtiest conduct. These, however, were all 
merely assertions of roguery, and were in no case supporied by 
proof. But the Cambridgeshire supplied us with a charming 
instance or two, making up for thet deficiency. "The scales, Ше 
touchstone of all racing, were discovered to have been tampered 
with, and pieces of lead, attached to one side of the balance, very 
nearly deprived the real winner of his victory, and would have had 
the effect of dispensing unfairly sums to an enormous amount. The 
reward of £50 offered for the offender is hardly likely to ргослге his 
detection, but it clearly denotes that this little event is considered 
no “accident.” But the Cambridgeshire had yet another surpris: 
for its votaries. No sooner is the fraud on the scales detected, aud 
the horse that came in first pronounced tho winner, than itis 
suddenly whipered that a Leviathan “ leg " has vanished, and is по! 
expected to be visible on settling day. This worthy coolly leaves his 
victims minus about £20,000, which they fondly imagine they had wou 
from him, and, by way of making the proceeding still more agreeable 
to their feelings, it is understood that he is perfectly able to pay his 
losses ; bat that retention of former gains is to him far preferable to his 
reputation. The necessity of contending with such rogueries, and 
of coming in contact with ruch robbers, so long as he patrovised 
the noble pastime of racing, may probably lave remotely con- 
tributed to the retirement from the turf of one of its most 
princely supporters, the Earl of Stamford and Wairivy- 
ton. But the immediate cause of his secession is what be 
asserts to be в vile and treacherous fraud upon himself 
For the Cambridgeshire he entered his mare Limosiua. She ap- 
ревтей to be as much в favourite with the public as with ler 
owner. She retained а high place in the betting to the last, aud 
Lord Stamford was understood to have backed her to a very lars’ 
amount.

AWFUL TRAGEDY IN A CAB. 


Охе of the most extraordinary cases probably оп record, aud which 
has caused а sensation wuich it would be аз си accuratel ; to de- 
poribe, Loo& place on Satarday iu a publi» cab ou some part of tho 
road bet ween tbe Great Eastern Railway TermiL usand Westbourne- 
grove, at Paddington 

At twenty minutes past eight p m., а man, who was in company 
wiih а woman aud two children, hailed а cab at the railway station 
at Shore itch, the man telling the driver to proceed in the direction 
of Westbourne-grove, near ibe Great Western tiailway ‘Terminns at 
Paddington. Аз а natural sequence the cabman imagined that the 
шац aud his company were going by the Great Western line into 
the country, aud paid no warked aitention to the order he had re- 
ceived beyond the fact that ne considered his fare required to reach 
the Paddington Station as soou as possible во as to be able to catch 
a particular tram. For that purpose һө drove his horse rather last, 
but upon reaching the lower part of Bishopsgate-street the шац 
stopped the cab aud sent the driver ішо а public house; and ёс- 
согд to his version of the affair he procured a piut of half- 
&üd-half, which was drank by those within the cab. After 
that the man told him to drive to the Royal Oak, at Vestbourne- 
grove. Nothing further of aay importan e took place until 
the party reached the foot of Holborn-hill, and at that point the 
шап in the cab, after stoppiug the vehicle, got ont, aud having 
asked what the fare was from the Lateran Counues Station to 
Paddington, aud being told іс was 4s. 04., he paid that amount, 
and told the са шап to take his party to thy Royal Oak, at West- 
bourne-grové, alleging that he had a call to make in the meigh- 
bourhood, and he would follow on in another cab. Тһе driver 
proceeded ia dae course to the Royal Oak as directed, when upon 
opening the door of the уеіісіе a fearful scene presented itself. 
Upon the bottom of the cab were found the unfortunate woman 
aud two children quite dead. ‘Their countenances showed unmis 
takable evidences that neither bad died а natural death. Beveral 
medical gentlemen residing in the neighbourhood were at once sent 
lor, aud they promptly attended, and the cursory examination they 
were able to make, and the cilluvium arising from their mouths, 
led the medical gentlemea to соше to the unanimous conciusion 
that the whole three persons had died from the effects of ргазвіс 
acid. 

Telegraphic messages were көрі to various parts of the metro- 
polis and also to the suburban districts giving information to cach 
station of the police and the local coustabulary of the shocking 
«vent aud also a full description of the parties. 

Гие шап was thus descrived by the cabman te the police autho- 
rities :—iie was about thirty-five years of age, five feet tive iuches 
high, slightly built, dark hair and whiskers, with black moustache. 
Но was dressed in black, aud also wore a black hat. 

There were found in the cab three lilac petticoats, one large and 
two small, tied in a black cotton apron. ‘There were also а white 
handkerch ef, a new black and brown cloth cap, lined with red 
silk, and & small leather strap, a brown leather hat-case, containing 
boine figs and biscuits, a brown leather port-monnaie, with steel 
frame, containing ds. in silver aud 514 in coppers, and some postage 
statin pa. 

The elder female is thus describsd :—About thirty-four years of 
age, tive feet two inches high, stout aud fair, hair light brown, 
dressed in black alpaca, a woollen shawl, red striped petticoat, 
brown criuoiine, two new flannel petiicoats, a carico chemise, white 
stockings, cashmere side-lace boots with patent toes, black crape 
or gauze bonnet, black frock, and black cloth jacket. 

One of Шо children was about seven years of age, of fair com- 
plexion stockings, and leather boots with bright buttons, a white 
straw bat ігішшей with black, өші bearing tne initials “ Е.М.М.”

female's dress а pot of salve or ointment was found in her posses- 
sion, beariug the name of Мг. Huut, chemist, of Camberwell. 


APPREHENSION AND SUICIDE OF THE SUSPECIED 
MURDERER. 

Ata late hour on Monday night an unexpected circumstance 
was brought to light, which led the police to imagine that the mur- 
derer resided, or did reside, in Walworth or Camberwell. Accord- 
ingly two constables proceeded to а house in Willing'on-road, Cold 
Harbour lane, Camberwell. Ou their applying for admission the 
Goor was ас once opened, and the officers were confronted by a 
highly respectable-looging man, who, on being questioned, st«ted 
Шз паше to be Huut. 1t was intimated to bi: that 1t was chougut 
that be was implicated in the murder of a woman aud two children, 
and that it would be necessary for him to accompany them (t-e 
officers) to Padaiugton, fur the purpose of being seen by the cabman 
aud others The man simply said he would at once go with 
Пеш. ‘he cilicers and the man then left the house aud 
walked towards Camberwell police statiou-house, the former 
to report previous to proceeding to Paddington. Suddenly, the 
supposed murderer staggered and appeared to be very ill. Ou 
arriving at Camberwell station, he staggered and turned deadly 
pale, but in answer to a question, said, “ I have not taken any- 
thing.” Had it not been for the support of the constables he would 
have fallen. It then became evident he was dying. Medical as- 
sistance was immediately sought, and Drs. A bert, Massy, and 
Puckle at once attended but the man expired almost immediately 
afterwards. From the appearance of tne body, there is по doubt 
that the wretched man cied from the effects of some virulent 
poison, which he must have swallowed directly the police knocked 
at the door. The deceased is a good-looking man, and from facis 
gained by the constables, there is not the slightest doubt that he is 
ше murderer, and the husband and father of his victims. 

He admitted he had a wife and two children, who, he said, had 
left for the country on the previous Friday. Just previous to his 
deatu he «eer.ed to sleep and suddenly awake, when he said, 1 
have had the most beautiful dreums— 1 want to write—t am dying, 
aud before i die 1 waut to write." Writing materials haviug been 
supplied, he was just able to write as follows, but could not siga 
it: — 

“ Mr. Jno. Cullock. 

“ Pay to my wile the money due to me, namely, £120, due the 
17th ot September last, and tue remainder due to ше.” 

He then said, “ Му ewployer owes me eighteen monihs’ salary ; 
we've had a good many rows about that, and 1 wish to leave it to 
my children, if they are alive.” Shortly after this he died.

occupied by the foreign ministers, among whom was M. d 
Budberg, the Russian, on whom the eyes of many were 
fixed. Ihe Empress arrived а few minutes before one, and pro- 
ceeded to the place set apart for her in а low gallery to the right of 
the throne. She was accompanied by the Prince Imperial, the 
Princess Clotilie, the Princess Matilde, and the wife and дап!” 
of Pribce Murat. А salute of twenty-one guns soon alter в!- 
nounced that the Emperor was on his way across the Place d"

We are now, mark you, only in 
the year 1853—that із, аз we look upon the Bengal Cavalry. Fine- 
looking soldierly men ; aud yet in the years to come they may be 
some of the first шоп to turn their swords against that race sume 
of whose artizaus made those arms. 

Poof! 1t's very hot here on the parade-ground at Calcutta. 
Let us call for our imaginary gharry—a kiud of box upon wheels— 
aud lying down at tull length in it, let us go iuto what shadowy 
environs we can find in tne neighbourbo'd of the spleudidyBity 
called Calcutta. Bpleudid indeed! Some fifty years ago it was 
said 10 be not only the grandest city in Asia, but one of ше finest 
in the world. Eveu now it is popularly kuown as the Uity of 
Palaces, a title of which the European portion is not un worthy. 

But you see our imaginary gharry has quitted the city. What? 
It is very uncomfortably hot travelling, two in a gharry, and you 
feel as though you must hit your companion? You are quite right ; 
travelling two in a gharry, wll Indians will tell you, is һо hot, that 
178 аз bad as going at once to the But that has nothing to do 
with our bits of India. 

You see we have got clear of the city, and here we are at 
the first of the native villages. There they are, notwithstanding 
that European Calcutta 18 a city of palaces—there they are, ex ictly 
as the native village was more years ago than we care to recall, 
these cottages of the poorer Indians. Yes, that exterior is that of a 
very poor indians hut. You see it is built «f mud and bamboo, as 
they ali are, with very rare exceptions, and it is thatched with the 
leaves of the graceful palm tree. You see the only embellishment, 
beyond that of, home, is the strutting peacock on the roof, and 
several friends below. This common kiud of hut has ouly two 
chambers—one for male, and the other for female members of the 
family. Somewhere nearer home, men and women have to piz 
down in one room anyhow. But let us fly back to India. You 
mark that the family which has turned out to see us is not very fat. 
This waut of flesh does not arise from starvation, tor in India 
Nature is very gracious, and you have but to tickle the ground with 
a straw and iv will laugh with a harvest. ‘This Scragziuess із quite 
a natural business. You mark the women are a little basnful. 

Vell, Hindoo women, ás в rule, are bashful. In the distance you 

remark those capital elephants. 1 һеу are rare fellows, those kind- 
eyed, dear old elephants. Perhaps they know more than we do, 
tuey lookso learned. And they aré во clever. Do you know, the 
family will turn out aud go away, and leave the elephants to take 
care of the babies and little ones, and ап instance has rarely been 
kuown of a blessed baby ubder such well-bred nurses as these 
animals beiug lost. As much can’t be said for that English nurse 
who, with her young charges, frequents the London parks. There 
the old elephant will watch, never moving а leg fur fear of the 
consequences, and keeping the cuildren well unaer his trank ; and 
the moment в young sprawler has crawled almost out of reach ne is 
sucked up by the watchful proboscis, and caretully set down within 
the elephant nursery once more. 

Ha! the gharry has dragged us on to another Hindoo establish- 
ment, as much superior to the last as the small tenant farwer in 
England is superior to the laboarer. You see he has asked us in. 
Let us enter. 

You see the centre pointing figare in the background. He is а 
Вгаһшіп, or priest, who has come to instruct the children, by wuom 
is seated the lady of the house, Caressiug her child. ‘Che group on 
the right are employed in preparing the daily food; and the figure 
iu the foreground is the baboo, or master of the house. This Бәйег 
class of home has the disadvantage of b»ing also а prison so far ag 
the woman are concerned, and which latter did not swarm out to 
meet us, ав in the other case. The womeu of a rank eveu only as 
high as of the family of а small tenant farmer, pass almost the 
whole of theic lives within doors, seldom visiting the outer world, 
except to perform their. ablutions in the river, or to enjoy the cool 
evening breezes on the house-top. (а) Beyond a few cushions, rugs, 
and mats, there is no furniture either іп the sleeping or other apart- 
ments. 

The most conspicuous of the household chattels are the cooking 
utensils (invariabiy of brass), а large chest stro gly bound and 
secured, aud а bench some teu inches high, ou which the head of 
the family sits aud sleeps, and round wuich the members gather at 
eveuume to listen to the reading of some Hindoo tale or drama. 
Amongst the poor classes of the Hindoos — that is, the labouring 
classes—the position of the woman is very sad. Sheis in almost as 
degraded а condition as the slaves in the Southern States of 
Ашегіса. She ig treated by her husbaud as в menial, and no 
matter how high her casto, she is never allowed to take meals with 
her lord. Тһе wives of the most wealthy are, in this respect, no 
more fortunate; the only advantage they have over their poorer 
Sisters beiug that they do not have to toil. Тһе time of 100 richer 
women is passed in admiring their persons, iu smoking tobacco, 
and іш pertorming thir ablatious. The dress of the wowen of this 
class is ve-y graceful. It consists simply of a pair of wide trousers, 
a muslin jacket fitting tight to the upper parts of the body, aud a 
long musi scarf, which they drape about them in graceful folds. 
The Hindoo women of all grades are pretty, and of perfect form. 
Tueir eyes are black aud sparkling, their teeth white and guod, 
and their hair, jet black, hangs in graceful looseness over their 
shouldsrs. 

Ha!—here comes one of those friendly elephants on the grand 
trot. This individual is of Oude, and a very clever elephaut, too. 
He will stiffen his trunk, that you may climb np aud straddle him; 
аці he takes in very good part the prod—that is, the irun-poinied 
stick by means of whicu the driver urges him forward. The prod 
is thrust behind the cars, aud а very cruel iustrumeut it is, for fre- 
quently may bo seen adhering to it bits of clo:ted blood, aud 
atoms of fat, which ought, by rights, still to beloug to the anatomy 
Of some one or the other elephant. 

but see—there passos a Mahratta warrior, tho greaiest Indian

By the way, you see, the suburbs of Calcutta are в mewhat | 
scattered. Perhaps the most extensive and the most ріс uresque | 
is that “over there,” called Garden beach, which extends some 
two or three miles along the banks of the Hooghly, aud which you 
wou d see, if on the river, ia not unlike the bauks of tho ! hames 
between Т wickenbam aud Richmond. Garden Reach may be con- 
sidered the aristocratic suburb. It contaius nume ous fise mausious 
and highly caltivated gardens, belonging to Europeans, wealthy 
native merchants, and deposed Indian princes. ‘The suburbs iu 
whith the natives alone reside are filthy, aud crowded; aud here 
the houses are built chiefly of red brick, having flat roofs, and nar- 
row casement windows, and they are surrouuded бу hi.h walis о 
prevent all curious eyes from prying iuto the domestic life of the 
inmates. ‘Che bomes of the very poorest classes ^re simply mud 
hits and stond crowded together in thickets and fruit-trces, plau- 
tations, aud flowering shrubs 

What? You are very hot and tired, aud ill-tempered? Ha! the 
fac’ ix, you ought to be cff to the hills of India, where home air 
seoms to have been exported. 

Wel, as our bits of Lvdia are purely imaginary, let us lie back in 
the gharry—no, dou't curse the gharr,— once more, and take a leap 
with it шпат hundreds of miles to the foot of the Himalayas 

Che d:fierence which generally exists between the inhabitants of 
the pluins aud the mountains is, perhaps, nowhere more manifest 
thau in India; andthe contrast becomes wore and more decided the 
nearer one approaches the snow-capped peaks of the Himalayas. 
From a dark brouze colour, the complexion of the inhabitants be- 
comes almost fair, while the people are more active, but less grace- 
ful in their movements. ‘The ЬШ tribes are, moreover, more moral 
and sincere than the people of the plains, and in disposition are not 
unlike the Europeans of the North. This affinity can only be 
accounted for by the similarity of climate; for these Indian moun- 
taineers have less comunication with Europeans than 11080 who 
inhabit the plains. The same cause which covers their mountains 
with pine trees influences them in their dress, which consists of thick 
garments, while those worn in the valleys are of the lightest ma- 
terials. Their houses are not unlike those of the 8 wiss, being built 
of wood; and indeei mauy of them huve all the appearance of 
chalets. Those tribes who live nearest the region of perp-tuai 
snow are troubled with horrid wens. The hillmen are strongly 
attached to their m:;untaiu homes, and do not willingly quit them 
for any considerable time. You see there, to the left, a male and 
two females of the Coolie caste, belonging to the valley of Kanaour, 
while on your right you may remark (it you will but sit up in the 
pom women, children, and coolies belonging to the neighbour- 
hood of Simla, through which we are now passing. Here, at Simla, 
the Governor-General usualiy resides, and here hundreds of Eu- 


ropeans spend the summer, being unable to pass that season in the 
burniog plains of Bengal. In fact, the character of the lower ridge 
and gradually sloping sides of the Himalayas is well adapted to th 
European constitution, as also for the production of Europea 
fruits, flowers and vegetables, which have been successfully culti- 
vated by the natives. 

And now look oat on my side again. What ?—actually asleep 
іп the gharry. Very well, then, I need talk of no more “ bits of 
India” till you wake up again.

Nana Sahib was the adopted son of the late Peishwa Bajee Roo, 
who, up to his death, lived in the neighbourhood of Cawnpore. Оп 
the death of the ex- Peish wa, Nana strove hard, bat without success, 
to obtain from the Indian Government а continuance to himself of 
the pension allowed to Bajee Rao. Failing in this, he despatched 
an agent to agitate hisclaittis іп England, aud transmitted, it is sai, 
to Calcutta, то meet the expenses cf this mission, a single piece of 
Company's paper of the value of fifty thousand pounds. The mis- 
sion failed. ‘I'he East India Compauy had to thank themselves for 
the local influence he acquired. Ít was injustice breeding wicked- | 
ness, for the Company made no protest against this man, though they 
knew that for some yeata he had kept the wives of his father by 
adoption, and the rightful heiresses of Bajce Rao’s property, shut 
up in the zananah, or seraglio, and denied their just claims. 

Uf the ultimate cruelty and treachery of this man, there can be no 
doubt ; and yet there are still many European gentlemen who knew 
Nana Sahib in India, who are quite unable to give him credit tor 
the bloody part he ultimately played. One gentleman has said, 
*" I knew Nana Sahib intimately, and always regarded him as ono 
of the best and most hospitable natives in the upper provinces, aud 
certaiuly one of the last шөп to be guilty of atrocity. As is the case 
with many natives of India, it may have been that Nana Sahib 
cultivated the acquaintance and friendship of the sahibs solely iu 
the hope thas through their iuflueuce, direct and indirect, his 
grievances would be redressed. gut the last Ише I saw Nana 
Sahib, it was in the cold weather of 1857 (0), and he called upon me 
twice during my stay inCawnpore He діс not even onc? allude to his | 
grievances. His conversation at that time was directed to the Oude 
affair. Бо far as 1 could glean, Nana Sahib wished tor the анпеха- 
tion of Unde.’

does not carry it about with him, he knows where to put his hend 
upon 1t. 

A few words as to the name of “ Nana Sabib,” which, after all, 
is not the patronym of this man, but a mere nick-vame. His cogno- 
men is Breenath, and amongst his retainers and friends he was, 
and probaby is, addressed as Maharajah Sreenath Bahadoor. 
Few Hindcos of Nana Sahib’s renk are ever alluded to by tbe 
name given tothem by the Brahmin at the time of their birth. 
In most cases the nick, or pet name, that clings to a high caste 
Hindoo for life, is the first word that he distinctly utters ір infancy. 
In the сане of Sreenath, Nena, or Nava, was his word. “ Nena has 
no particular signification, but Nava is the Hindostanee for grand- 
father.” 

The grievance of the Maharajah Sreensth was this :—The East 
India Company guaranteed to the late Peishwa, his heirs and src- 
cessors, в certain pension. The Peishwa died without heirs born 
of hs body, but previous to his death he adopted Nana ^abib. Now, 
according to Hindoo law, an adovted son ie entitled to sll the 
rights avd privileges of an heir begotien of the body of the deceased, 
and therefore by that law Мапа Sahib was certainly entitled to the 
pension of the Veishwa. But the claim was not allowed. The old 
East India Company were very inconsistent in their consideration 
of this Hindoo law. At times they would allow it, when the pen- 
sion was small; at others, when the pension was immense, they re- 
fused it. But let this matter be as it may, it ix very certain that no 
amount of injustice could jus ify the thought, much less the perpe- 
tration, of such deeds hy this manas we shall have to attribute to 
him ia the course of this narrative. 

Another gentleman, whojn 1853, the year when our tale opens, 
visited this potentate, thus speaks of him :— 

* | drove over to see Bhitoor, about twelve miles from Cawnpore. 
I went іп а gharry, on the 1st September, 1863, and іп а short 
time reached в house of the rajah's. It was a large and handsome 
building. On nearing the honse I produced my basket of prog, 
and commenced breakfast. This being a place of resort for pic-nic 
parties from Cawnpore, I of course at once sent off a note to the 
rajah, telling him of my arrival, and asking his sanction to my 
psssing the day there. lhad scarely finished my breakfast when 1 
heard the noise of horses on the fine gravel parade in front, and was 
astonished to see—not my humble messenger—but two or three 
iadividuals, accompanied by a number of native cavalry with drawn 
swords. То be brief, they arrived with an invitation ‘to eat the 
air’ in the cool of the evening with the Nana; in other words, to 
sit in the open air after the day-beat of the sun had passed. At 
last, reaching the presence of the Nena, I found him seated upon 
a слвһіоп, raised somewhat in the form of a throne of state. He 
shook me immediately by the hands; and he did not require me to 
remove my shoes upon entering his palace since I wore a sword. 
Through his interpreter ho asked me many questions about the 
Queen, the nobles. and especially Lord Ellenborough. These 
questions lasted half-an-hour, and he then requested that I would 
would make myself at home in his house, and remain as loug as 
I pleased, He himself supplied me with & staff of servants. and 
furnished my bazaar (living and board) daily. He was when I 
saw him about twenty-eight years of age " He looked, however, 
about forty. His figare was very fat; in fact, his own interpreter 
told me that ‘his highness’ wasatight man. Hie face was round- 
ish; his eyes very wild, brilliant, and restless; bis complexion, as 
is the case with most native gentlemen, was scarcely darker than 
that of a dark Spaniard; and his expression was on the whole of a 
jovial, fadeed somewhat rollicking character. 

Such was Nana Sahib іп 1853—the year in which he is intro- 
duced to the reader as holding an interview with Lota in the 
garden of the temple in the environs of Cawnpore. 


CHAPTER V.
